Thursday morning L. 1\ Andrews, 
manager of the City W ater company, 
received an opinion handed down by 
the state public service commission 
on the application of the company for 
an increase in water rates following 
the installation of modern machinery, 
filtration 
plant 
and 
other 
improve­ 
ments on order from the commission. 
The application was filed October 29. 
1914, and the City of Sedalia inter­ 
vened, filing a petition 
against 
the 
proposed increase. 
IL L. Baldwin, 
representing 
Hie 
commission, made a physical valuation 
of the properties of-the w ater company 
and the commission taking under con­ 
sideration his report and going over it 
thoroughly placed the valuation of the 
property on October 
20, 
19IG, 
at 
$500,000. 
The application for the proposed in­ 
crease of rates is granted 
by 
the 
commission, but it does not contain 
a schedule, neither has 
a 
schedule 
been filed with the commission. Facts 
are alleged in the application as to 
the value of the applicant’s property, 
its earnings and expenses, 
to 
show 
that the rates existing are unreason­ 
ably low and confiscatory in charac­ 
ter and the commission provides a way 
to fix such reasonable rates 
as 
w ill 
enable applicant to earn a net return 
of 7 per cent on its investment. 
The commission in its finding states 
that the rates paid for tire hydrant 
service in Sedalia 
are 
much 
lower 
than the average in cities of the state, 
and that the rales for domestic* and 
public service are substantially lower 
than the average. 
The commission announces it 
has 
decided not to fix a schedule of in­ 
creased rates at this time, but adds 
that a schedule should 
be 
adopted 
which w ill be equitably adjusted as 
between the different classes of ser­ 
vice, and which w ill yield an estimat­ 
ed increase in gross earnings of $16,- 
624.85 over the earnings under tlie 
present rates. 
The commission says such a sched­ 
ule should be prepared by the com­ 
pany with the aid of the expert of the 
commission and a representative of 
the city, to be filed 
with 
and 
ap­ 
proved by the commission. 
The opinion was handed down by 
John Kennish and all members of the 
commission concurred in the ruling. 
The order given is effective April 
GO, 1916, and the City W ater company 
has until on or before April 30 to no­ 
tify the commission as to whether the 
terms of the order are accepted and 
will be obeyed. 
The proposed increase in rates is 
expected to be the heaviest on fire 
hydrant rentals instead of private con­ 


sumers in the city. 
The commission found I batt he Se­ 
dalia plant is not excelled 
by 
any 
other in the United States and that 


the water furnished the people is 99 
per cent pure, or a great deal higher 
average than is obtained in any other 
city of the size of Sedalia, and its rec­ 
ommendation is based on the propo­ 
sition that the company 
should 
re­ 
ceive proper compensation for the ser­ 
vice rendered the public.

Junction, Pol., in 1912, and called the 
National Midland T rail association. 
The 
first

the association 
found necessary to do was to improve 
road conditions 
through 
the moun­ 
tains, and they have spent nearly all

They have 
succeeded 
in 
having 
spent on the roads between the Kan- 
sas-Colorado 
line 
and 
the 
Pacific 
coast a million dollars per year dur­ 
ing that time,

NOVEL INDOOR BROODER 


Device Shown in Illustration Gives 
Entire Satisfaction. 


Front Part Is Covered With Glass, Al­ 
lowing Chicks to Secure Plenty cf 
Sunlight— Upper Portion Is 
Detachable. 


W e have a brooder for indoor use 
that 
is 
giving 
entire 
satisfaction, 
writes Mrs. Belle Crandall of Hutchin 
son, Kau., in Farmers Mail and Breeze. 
The floor is made of a piece of skeet 
iron 3 feet square, in the center of 
which a round hole is cut 8 Inches 
in diameter. 
A tin pan 4 or 5 inc he? 
deep and of the same size as the hob 
is fitted into this opening and sol 
dered all around to keep out fume! 
from the lamp. 
This sheetiron floor 
is placed in a frame of I by S-mct 
boards, 2 inches of which extend above 
the floor and 6 inches below*. 
The 
brooder stands on four substantia; 
legs. 
A box of grooved lumber is made 
for the lamp, 20 inches square at the 
top, IO inches at the bottom, and I? 
inches deep. 
There is a door on one

side IO inches wide and 13 inches high 
The lamp box is tight except for a 
2 by 4 opening at tho bottom of the 
door to admit air. 
In nailing on the 
board floor at the bottom of the side? 
an opening is left 20 inches square di­ 
rectly under the pan. 
Into this the 
lamp box is tightly fitted. 
W e made the upper portion of the 
brooder detachable. 
The frame for 
the top is made of 4-inch boards 3 feet 
long—two for the sides IO inches w*ide, 
one for the back end 8 inches, and the 
front 4 inches w ide. 
After nailing the 
frame together a I by 2-inch strip wras 
nailed across at about the middle 
The sides were then cut to slope tc 
either end. 
The back part is covered with a 
strip of canvas tacked to the middle 
crosspiece and allowed to hang down 
behind. 
This may be rolled up on a 
stick of wood, leaving an opening tc 
suit the temperature in the brooder. 
The front part is covered with glass. 
The sheetiron floor is covered with old 
carpet and this with newspapers that 
are changed each morning. 
W e are 
running three incubators, having one 
hatch come off each week. The chick? 
are kept in this brooder one week, 
iPhen they are placed in an outdoor 
brooder, also homemade.

In the last fiscal year the federal 
health service 
visited 
16,”69 
rural 
homes in eight different states. 
In­ 
formation as to 
the 
prevalence of 
diseases and 
unsanitary 
conditions 
were obtained and complete sanitary 
surveys of tho premises were con­ 
ducted. 
This may read like a dry 
paragraph from a dry health report, 
but the fact is that these visits 
re­ 
duced the typhoid fever rate to one- 
half, sometimes more. In other words, 
Uncle Sam w ent to the lair of the ty­ 
phus germ and conquered it, for the 
visits were only 
made 
to districts 
where there were 
epidemics 
of ty­ 
phoid fever. Here are several instan­ 
ces: In Berkeley county, W est Vir­ 
ginia, the cases 
of 
typhoid 
fever 
were reduced 
from 
249 to 40 in one 
year. In Orange county, North Caro­ 
lina, the cases were reduced from 59 
to 17. 
Operations in rural sanitation prove 
that advancement in maintaining hy­ 
gienic and satisfactory 
surroundings 
in country districts is possible by the 
application of the common principles 
of preventive medicine. 
“Unsanitary 
conditions exist largely because they 
are not knowm to be such,” the report 
of the heath service just issued said. 
“Actual 
demonstrations 
of 
their 
harmfulness, together 
with 
definite 
recommendations 
for 
their 
correc­ 
tion, remain one of the most gratify­ 
ing and successful methods for insti­ 
tuting reforms and have been inva­ 
riably accompanied by 
definite and 
m e a s u r a b le results.”

High Protein Concentrates Other Than 
Cern Must Supplement Rough­ 
age—Oats Are Favored. 


With fodder alone as roughage cows 
must have some high protein concen­ 
trates and they m ust be other than 
corn products. 
If the oats are worth 
less than middlings, it will be wen 
to m ake them a part of the ration. 
Rye is as harm less as any other grain 
to a pregnant animal w’hen not affect­ 
ed with ergot. 
If it is worth no more 
per pound than corn it may well ne 
used in part. 
Cottonseed meal at the 
present time is a much cheaper source 
of protein than linseed meal, and with 
oats and rye or a wheat product in the 
ration also it may be used to supply 
the deficit of protein. However, if any 
cows appear to need a more laxative 
ration, better substitute linseed, at 
least in part, for the cottonseed meal. 
It m atters little to the cow whether 
the 
corn 
is shelled 
before 
being 
ground, or even w hether it is ground, 
so long as the cobs are soft enough 
to enable her to eat them readily. 
But to compound a ration from the 
list subm itted: 
Using the corn in the 
form of meal and grinding both oats 
and rye, use one part by weight of 
each of these and two of cottonseed 
meal.

STARS” AND NOT FOR T H E 
STUDENTS 


THIS IS PROVEN INCORRECT, HOWEVER 


No Work Is Done Between 4 and 
O’Clock In the Afternoon, Leav­ 
ing This Hour for Exercise 
for All 
Students. 


Columbia, Mo., April 6.—Athletics 
in colleges is often objected to on the 
ground that it is for the benefit of 
the few “stars” and not for the stu­ 
dents who really need the physical 
training. 
Figures compiled by C. L. 
Brewer, athletic director, show that 
this is not true at the University of 
Missouri at Columbia. Two years ago 
the university took the lead in this 
country »n prescribing ‘hours for ex­ 
ercise,” and no university classroom 
or laboratory work is done between 
the hours of 4 and 5 in the afternoon. 
This rule gives opportunity for ail 
students to take part in some physi­ 
cal exercise each day. 
About 1,600 
avail themselves of this opportunity. 
The first year men are busy with mil­ 
itary drill three afternoons each week. 
In the major sports and the fresh­ 
men teams from which the Varsity 
athletes come, there are 383 men, dis­ 
tributed thus: 
Football, 150; track 
athletics, 85; baseball, 87; basketball, 
61. These men are less than one-fifth 
of the total number of students en­ 
gaged in athletics. 
Inter-class, mili­ 
tary company, boarding bouse and fra­ 
ternity series of games are played for 
championships. 
In 
these 
athletic 
leagues there are 616 individuals en­ 
gaged during the school year. 
Five 
football fields, 
three 
baseball 
dia­ 
monds and twenty-eight tennis courts 
are necessary to sign up for a cou**t 
a day before playing. About 200 take 
part in the spring tennis tournament 
each year. 
Wrestling, boxing, soccer 
football and other minot sports are 
followed by a considerable number of 
students. 
In the regular gymnasium 
classes there are 300. 
Drills, 
club 
swinging, tumbling, apparatus work 
aud other forms of glmnasium work 
are done daily. 
Each year the athletic department 
holds “spring games,” where any stu­ 
dent is eligible for competition. Of 
the male students at the university, 
none go through school without two 
years of gymnasium or athletic train­ 
ing, or two years of military drill.
